E. C. WALTON. 

SENATtiR McLai rin’, of Souih Caro- 
lina, who U predlctlnir all *oru of 
break ups in ihe j)oliiios of the solid 
Souih, seems lo have changed his mind 
in a night. He made a speech In the 
Senate against the annexation of the 
Philippines and bitterly arraigned the 
pjesldent for his policy. His vote, 
however, was necessary for the treaty 
and It was gotten not only lor it. but 
for all other questions the president 
was Interested In. The fact that the 
patronage of South Carolina was plac- 
ed In his hands shows what at least 
was a part of the mess of pottage he 
got for his birthright. In discussing 
the predicted break-up. Senator Car- 
mack, of Tennessee, says It is all non- 
sense. Southern people do not take U> 
colonization, high tariffs, large stand- 
ing armies or trusts and tney can not be 
wheedled like children Into accepting 
such policies. The republican party, 
even with the Negro dlstiuallfied as a 
voter to some extent. Is bound to con- 

nee to be a Negro party In the South, 
and as such white men will not join It. 
With the negro entirely eliminated from 
politics there might be a stronger ten- 
dency among the whites to divide, but 
at long as It Is white against black, the 
republican party will not materially 
increase lo the South. Federal pa- 
tix>oage may buy a few fellows out for 
sale like .McLaurIn, but Gen. Wade 
Hampton’s answer, when tendered the 
Columbia postoftlce, will be the gener- 
al answer of all honest Southerners, 
•‘I am not to be bought."
